And baving conſidered a poſterior AG of Parliament, paft upon the fourth day of 
September, one ebouſend ſix hundred ſeventy and two years, whereby the ſaids two Acts of Parlia- 
ment were appointed to endure for the ſpace of other three years after tbe expiring of the firſt three, 
and longer as VVe (bould be pleaſed to appoint. And finding it now neceſſary for Our Service, that 
the ſaids ds be continued for three years further ; Aud that the ſame remain in force ay. and 
while Ve declare Our further pleaſure thereanent ; T bereforeVVe,with advice of the Lords of Our 
Privy Councill, doprorogate and continue the ſaids Adtsof Parliament for other three years and fur- 
ther, during Our Pleaſure ; And do ordain tbe ſame to continue in full force ay and while V's de- 
olare Our further pleaſure thereanem. OUR WILL is berefore, and / Ve charge you, that in- 
continently thir Our letters ſcen ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh ,andotber places needfull;and 
thereat in Our NN ame and ei uthority make open Publication of Our Koyal Pleaſure in tbe premiſſes 
that none may pretend ignorance thereof. Thewbich to do Mie commit to you conjunttly and ſeve- 
ralh, Our full power by theſe Our Letters, delivering tbem by you duely execute and indorſed again. to
